Clarence Rice, Crosby wrestler and 
teb-phone man, was thrown clear of 
the wreck and fractured a rib as he, 
struck earth.

Rice. who 
is a man of herculean strength, as 
many an opponent on the mat can 
testify, stooped, gritted his teeth and 
in spite of a fractured rib. raised the

were taken to Northwestern hospital 
where surgeons took care of t h * lr 
wounds. 
Clarence Rice was seen at the hos­ 
pital and gave a graphic description 
of the disaster.

Doss peroxide of hydrogen aa a c a r ­ 
bon remove r injure the metal in any 
way? 
Am troubled with excessive c a r ­ 
bon. 
Have tried several kinds of oils 
claimed to be of good quality, of m e d i ­ 
um thickness, but still have carbon. 
Have to rem ove it two or three tim es a 
season. 
Can you give me any ideas on 
this s u b j e c t? 
We hove* had no experience with 
peroxide of hydrogen, hut ainee it is .i 
compound that I* very sim ilar to w ater 
a** doubt that Its action I* very mu* h 
different, and since w ater la ho mu* ii 
cheaper it lf* preferable. 
It would not 
hurt the motor. 
We have been inform 
e*l by several m otorists th a t w ater fed 
through the carburetor while the mo­ 
tor Is running Is un excellent curium 
remover, although we cannot vouch 
for the truth of their statem ents. Th** 
method is simply to speed th** motor 
up a slight am ount above Idling speed 
so that tiler** will be no danger of 
stalling and then pour flu* w ater i n t o 
th** carburetor in a flue stream, 
lf flu* 
motor starts to slow down the rate of 
(louring should lie reduce*!. 
Th** only difference between w ater 
and hydrogen peroxide Is that the hit 
t**r has twice as much oxygen In It as 
the former, and when the peroxide Is 
he«!**d It gives off the excess oxygen 
and lieeomes plain water, and Just how 
this might affect the removal of the 
carbon Is problematical. 
Before a t­ 
tem pting to theorize oil this point it is 
well to draw* attention to th** probable 
reason that w ater acts as u dees rho 
nixing agent. 
The w ater in the m ix­ 
ture th at conies In contact with tin* 
< action moistens it. and when the e x ­ 
plosion occurs this w ater is suddenly 
converted Into steam , thus loosening 
some of th** carbon. 
The peroxide un­ 
doubtedly intensifies this action. 
In 
other words, It should be possible to 
feed less peroxide than w ater to ac­ 
complish th** sam e result. 
It Is hardly 
probable that th** peroxide has any 
chamb ul action on the carbon, although 
It Is barely possible th a t when tin* 
oxygen Is released from the peroxide 
It attacks th** carbon and forms ca r­ 
bon monoxide or dioxide. 
Possibly your trouble with carbon is 
duo to too rich a m ixture and not to 
th** oil yon us**. 
If your motor is be­ 
coming old it might I m* well to use a 
heavy oil.
